There was an Orff cover on one of the 
albums. I was wondering if you were ever 
tempted to do something in the same vein 
from Strauss, like “Biem Shlafengehen” or 
the Commendatore finale song from “Don 
Giavanni.” 

Anybody can do classical covers, but the most 
interesting thing is to break new ground. 


In America there are television commer- 
cials for a breakfast cereal simply called 
“Shredded Wheat.” On one side there’s 
frosting and on the other side there isn't. 
The commercials show that people are 
divided. Some people like the sugary side 
and others like the unfrosted side. Same 
thing with beer. Half of the country suppos- 
edly likes it because it tastes great. The 
other half likes it because it’s less filling. 
Those people probably like the unfrosted 
side, but | doubt that people carve their 
breakfast bits in half.

It’s legal there. (pause) But it’s 
interesting that people in metal actually prefer 
that side. | think that people like that we make 
the classical and the opera more accessible 
because they don’t really have, for lack of better 
words, the capacity to go deep into all of this 
musical information that some opera contains. 
If you listen to a metal album, or rock, or pop, or 
whatever - there's a couple of riffs in each song, 
and it doesn't really contain much musical infor- 
mation. You can pretty much judge the album 
by one listening if it's a regular rock album. If it's 
a metal album than you can judge by a few lis- 
tenings. But even a very short song in opera 
contains so much more musical data than, let's 
say, five or six metal albums. A lot of people 
don't really have the energy, or whatever, to 
actually take the time it requires to penetrate 
the surface and go deep into this sort of music. 
So what we do is actually a shortcut that, 
because we have the rock structure with classi- 
cal content as well. It’s a shortcut to opera and 
classical, which is very convenient for people 
into metal. Maybe they could like a few high- 
lights. They might buy a CD with Ride of the 
Valkyrie or some highlight part from an Italian 
opera, but they wouldn't sit and listen to opera 
for a few hours. І think that we're filling a func- 
tion for people who could be potentially really 
interested. So we can start stuff with this, and if 
they get really enthusiastic they could find a way 
to more sophisticated music. 


You are the gateway to opera. 
A few people might take the next step. 


There was a very irritating record label 
publicist who said that every band that has 
female operatic vocals or orchestral instru- 
ments is influenced by Celtic Frost because 
they were the ones who apparently tried 
that first. 

І don't really think that bands these days рау 
homage to such distant albums. You should- 
n't underestimate what Celtic Frost did. Into the 
Pandemonium - you have The Gathering, 
Therion, Tiamat, Paradise lost - all with Celtic 
Frost influence. We, in our turn, influenced other 
bands. So we can say that they (Celtic Frost) are 
indirectly influencing this whole wave. But on 
the other hand, what did they get their influ- 
ences from? Everything comes from some- 
where. Nobody wants to reinvent the wheel. 
Everybody has influences, and if they’re good 
and talented, they make something new out of 
that. 


Have you heard Elend? 
Yeah. A very long time ago somebody made 
me a cassette. They’re French, aren’t they? 


French. Austrian. One of the members of 
Korovakill is in it. If you heard the right 
album, it’s a blue album (the re-release with 
bonus tracks is red). Instead of bringing 
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operatic vocals and orchestral instruments 
into metal, they brought death metal vocals 
into opera. But these days they don’t have 
the death metal vocals anymore. 

That’s a brilliant idea. But that’s precisely 
what I didn’t like about it. (The death metal 
vocals). 


When I listen to opera, І prefer the very 
dark opera.

I want to do some meta-journalism, just to 
be the most self-indulgent and annoying 
person you've ever spoken to. 

Well, that's going to be quite difficult for you. 
There's been a few over the years. 


What I've noticed is that when people try 
to discuss Cathedral is that there is an 
absolute lack of vocabulary, and I've been 
facing this challenge as well. 

Vocabulary? 
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Well, І recently reviewed your album, and І 
had to come up with a couple hundred 
words to talk about it. How many times can 
I write “Sabbathy riffs?” As the person who 
is the purveyor of this music, can you 
enlighten us as to a better vocabulary? 

Well, there's a lot more to this music than just 
Sabbathy riffs, and if that's all you’re hearing 
then І don't think you're listening to the music. 


No, no, I'm not trying to be insulting about 
it - it's a question of how to discuss music. 
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Well, if you listen to our record, there's a mil- 
lion different kinds of music explored in what we 
do. From hardcore, through to folk through, to 
progressive, and basic heavy metal. Our influ- 
ences are very wide. And we do play a style of 
metal that's associated with the 70’s vibe, the 
Sabbathy riff, as you say.

Something in a hotel pool? | 
don't recall details, since | was probably 
stoned at the time of the conversation. | 
was just wondering.

Um, I think it’s basically, a term which is basi- 
cally a nice way of saying 'l'm gonna kick your 
ass. I’m gonna put you in a hurtlocker. It just 
stuck in our singer’s head for some reason. 


Is that a wrestling move? 


| don't know, but it's been a favorite term of 
his. 
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Interview conducted by Hekate 


I thought the drums were a little wimpy 
sounding. 
We weren't really supposed to use this guy. 


You were also not happy with the produc- 
er. 

Not so much the producer. We used an engi- 
neer. We weren't really happy with some of the 
stuff he was doing. 


Do you have any children? 
No. 


Are you the bald one? 
Yes, I’m the bald one. 


Is that because you were balding? 

Um, pretty much because | was balding. | def- 
initely don’t want to shave. І had to. І didn’t 
want to be that guy who has long hair, but you 
can see the bald spots, and he just won't let it 


go. 


Is your singer the principle lyricist? 
Yeah, he writes all the lyrics. 
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Are there any such Iyrics on the album, 
that you think might be about you? 

There was for a while, but then | asked him 
about it, and he sort of cleared it up for me. 


That’s really funny. Would you be comfort- 
able sharing that? 

There's a song on the album called “I Don't 
Need You.” And there’s some parts in there, 
where | could have taken it one way, but he 
explained it to me what he was talking about, 
and | really can't tell you, because that goes 
back to the person he wrote it about, who would 
probably be very mad. 


I wonder, if if Ihad a band, if that would 
help fill the great void of meaninglessness 
that is my life. 

It might. It might. | mean, I guess it does for 
зоте реоріе. 


Well, does it for you? 

It’s a good way to vent my frustration | guess. 
Getting my anger out without going out and 
beating up a bunch of old ladies or something. 
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JT Petty has the enviable history of having made 
a student film that went on to a major film festival, 
followed by a contract from a major film studio. 


І have spoken with a few people who went 
to film school and they have each told me 
that they wish they had taken the money 
that went toward tuition and just used it to 
make a movie. The usual joke is that they 
could have watched Citizen Caine on their 
own. You are the first person who said that 
your film school education was valid and 
that you were happy you attended. Why? 

It was valuable to make a bunch of movies 
that were completely disposable, but also sub- 
ject to being scrutinized. If I had just taken my 
tuition money and made a film instead of going 
to school, | would have made something god- 
awful but precious to me; it would have been 
like an albatross around my neck. | hate to 
think of the movie | would have made with that 
money at 17; it would probably have been 
about... І don’t know... Ninjas and boobs? And 
on a purely practical level, it's hard to get finan- 
cial aid and a bunch of loans for your independ- 
ent movie about ninjas and boobs. 


One of the things that the aforementioned 
directors hated about film school was that 
they had to make a short movie with other 
people. At first | hated that notion, because 
my experience in group projects showed me 
just how mediocre the intellect of fellow 
students was. But that was college. Film 
school attracts a different breed. As for 
you, І know that the group you worked with 
has become your crew afterward. Were you 
just lucky to be lumped with cool people? 

There’s some element of luck there, but the 
crew | was with my senior year was one that | 
chose. І courted that DP for a year. The produc- 
er was somebody l'd worked with before, and Га 
seen all the effect’s guy’s movies. Being forced 
to make movies with other people is necessary. 
You can't make a movie entirely by yourself and 
expect to control the image. І don’t like “film by” 
credits, the suggestion that one person alone 
carried the weight of the movie. Always seems 
like you see “film by” in front of the name of a 
guy who couldn’t pour his own cup of coffee. 


After you left film school, you made “Soft 
For Digging. How much did that cost, and 
how did you get the money for it? 

І actually made “Soft” while І was still in film 
school. It was my senior project, which helped 
me save a lot of money on camera rental, film 
stock, et cetera. And it gave me a talented crew 
that would work for nothing but meals and the 
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experience. It cost a few hundred less than 
$6000 to shoot. That money was just 
scrounged. | moved to a $200 apartment out in 
East New York, Brooklyn, and saved everything | 
could. 


Does film school teach you how to pitch a 
movie idea to potential investors? 

God, no. And that’s easily 95% of the job. Or 
maybe a better say to say it is that pitching is 
10% of the job, and being rejected is 85%. 


The movie Soft For Digging actually got 
rejected by film festivals until a certain 
reviewer did something. | think it's best for 
you to tell this interesting tale. 

Can | skip the story and get right to the moral? 
Which is: don’t expect film festivals to accept 
your movie based on its merits. They have way 
too many submissions, and only so many slots 
to fill, which mostly get taken by whatever has 
Parker Posey or Steve Buscemi in it. You basi- 
cally need to get reporters and/or famous peo- 
ple to give credit to your heartfelt indie film to 
get the attention of festivals. 


When I asked you if you were influenced 
by anyone's style for that movie, you said 
Hitchcock. To be honest, I have tried to 
appreciate hitchcock, but his movies are 
very boring to me. What in particular do you 
like about him? What do you try to repro- 
duce? 

“Influenced” makes it sound like I’m not con- 
scious of the fact that I’m stealing from some- 
body. But here’s what | like about Hitchcock:: 
He could make you laugh during a knife fight 
without sacrificing tension. He could make you 
identify with a murderer and victim at the same 
time. The camera’s always in the right place. 
He knew he was a pervert and a sadist, but was 
always primarily concerned with entertaining his 
audience. And I’m rarely bored in his movies, 
though there are definitely some exceptions. 
Have you seen “Frenzy?” | guess I think of you 
as a kind of rape auteur, and it seems like 
Frenzy should be part of your cannon. 


І saw it under the recommendation of a 
friend who works at a store called CD 
WORLD in Totowa, NJ. It is apparently a rare 
thing for Hitchcock to show boobs. But to 
be honest, the rape scen in that movie 
looked like it was shot by a retard. І actual- 
ly laughed because of how bad it was. 
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Anyway, after “Soft For Digging” you then 
got hired by Miramax and you directed 
Mimic 3. How did that come about? 

І met a Dimension Producer at Sundance, who 
brought me into a room with a bunch of execu- 
tives, and they say to me: “We’re making 
Highlander 7, Prophecy 4 and 5, Mimic 3, 
Hellraiser 8 and 9, and Children of the Corn 10. 
Do any of those interest you?” | probably aid 
something like “what was the 3rd one?" And 
the rest is straight to video. 


Are you the envy of your classmates? 
After all, you were in a position that every- 
one goes to film school to achieve. 

That’s a loaded question. “How often do you 
beat your wife?” How do | answer that and not 
sound conceited? Um. I’ve kept a lot of my 
classmates close, and | usually throw them 
chicken bones after I’m done eating. 
Sometimes | even let them play with the bucket. 


І had asked you if you are going to move 
to LA. but you prefer to stay on the east 
coast. You realize І was talking about Los 
Angeles, not Louisiana, right? 

Yeah. | think Га stay in NY in either case. 
Though Louisiana is the home of fried soup, and 
there’s nothing wrong with that. 


І had asked you how you felt about direct- 
ing someone else's screenplay, but you told 
me that's what a director does. I had 
thought that the pleasure of directing was 
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to write a story and to bring it to life. Am І 
right in saying that you love the craft of 
directing, not in the creation of the materi- 
al? 

Craft and creation are both great fun, | guess 
craft is more controllable. Good scripts are slim 
pickings, but І love the idea of shooting some- 
body else’s story. 


What made you embark on a documentary 
as your next project? Were you motivated 
by the lure of getting more awards? 

S&MAN’s not going to get any awards. A lot of 
what attracted me to doing a documentary was 
how overtly manipulative and fictional they are, 
and how little audiences seem to be willing to 
see this. S&MAN is easily the most dishonest 
movie l've made so far. | was also drawn to let- 
ting go of some control. The two movies | made 
before that were very well planned, everything 
worked out at a storyboarding stage. | liked the 
idea of piecing together a narrative from what- 
ever we were able to grab. 


I think it was John Waters who said some- 
thing along the lines of movies that do well 
at film festivals do not necessarily do well 
commercially. | remember reading about 
the winner of some contest who received 
$100,000 for her documentary about grow- 
ing rice in communist Cuba. What do you 
think about this film festival thing? And is it 
really true that stuff that critics love is prac- 
tically unwatchable? 

A critic’s taste is just one guy’s taste. And it's 
a taste that’s been refined/bludgeoned by con- 
stant exposure. Kind of hard to account for what 
they will or won’t like. And generally- film festi- 
val audiences are insanely generous. They’re 
willing to invest patience and effort in a movie 
that can make something less obviously com- 
pelling a lot more rewarding than another horror 
remake. 


Was it easier to get funding for your docu- 
mentary because of your past success, or 
was it a matter of knowing the right people? 

It was a little of both, but largely I got funding 
by demonstrating that there was a compelling 
world - underground horror - that hadn’t been 
well explored yet. 


I can't recall ever having seen a documen- 
tary in theatres, but you intend to hve the 
documentary debut as a theatrical release. 
A birdy told me that there are about 300 
theatres targeted. If so, are they theatres 
in artsy neighborhoods, or will it be shown 
in huge chains? 

Artsy theaters, with uncomfortable seats and 
strange coffee drinks that have names like strip- 
pers. 


You have had to take things out of the 
documentary. І know why, but this interiew 
is about you so you should tell the story 
instead of me. 

I’ve taken out stuff that was boring and repet- 
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itive, but | guess you’re talking about all the 


genitals and gore | cut. The gross reason for 


that was to make the movie viewable in the- 
aters. І want people to see the movie, and 
most theaters simply will not show the inter- 
esting bits, making grudging exceptions for 
Ewan McGregor and Jeremy Irons, and only 
when fleeting. The more respectable reason is 
that | was underestimating how distracting cer- 
tain kinds of nudity and violence are. People 
were missing whole sections of the movie 
because they were still seeing some dude’s 
weiner getting cut off against their retina every 
time they blinked. 


Do you think that the material you had to 
delete would have been acceptable in 
Europe and other regions? 

They would have eaten that up in Japan. 
Would probably be alright in Germany. And 
Pittsburgh. 


Did you 
have pre- 
conceived 
notions that 
were shat- 
tered when 
you delved 
into the 
realms of 
your docu- 
mentary? 

Hmm. 
Nothing | 
would say 
was “shat- 
tered.” | 
think a lot of 
the stereo- 
types about 
underground 
horror are 
true, and the 
interesting 
things | found 


were  varia- 
tions. This 
says ugly 


things about 
my  precon- 
ceived 
notions of 
scream queens, but | was surprised by how 
thoughtful Debbie D was in her interview. 
Completely engaging. | was charmed. 


1 had heard that a lot of rules are left over 
from the days when christians successfully 
imposed their will upon artists. The world 
of cinema made a preemtive strike and cen- 
sored itself, bearing in mind the retarded 
assumptions of christians. Can you tell me 
some of the things that constrict you as a 
director? 

We're a Christian country with supposedly con- 
servative tastes. But then Lionsgate releases 
movies that they essentially market as torture 
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porn - Saw | & Il, Hostel, - that end up 
taking the box office. І think 
America’s tastes would support all 
kinds of unchristian behavior on 
screen if movie executives weren't 
afraid to give it to them. 


You shot Mimic 3 in Romania. 
What were some of the ways you 
made it look like New York? 

Гт not sure І did, but | definitely 
tried. І gave the art directors a big 
stack of photos from NY that they 
tried to recreate, but it only went so 
far. At the end of the day, we were in 
a burnt-out communist block. 


When you direct a movie, are you 
troubled by fear of lawsuits, or do 
you have others working on that 

People have a right to privacy, as 


stuff? 
well as a right to publicity - they deserve to 
benefit financially from their own likeness. 
Posters can't be filmed without permission, 


but books and magazines can. Products 
can be strewn all over the set as long as 
they are used as intended. You can show a 
bottle of pepsi, but you can't put pepsi into 
someone's anus using the bottle as a fun- 
nel. 

Not a problem I’ve run into yet, so | don’t worry 
about it much. | can't imagine why you'd think 
of making a movie without having a full supply 
of proper anal funnels on hand.

You were saying last night that you were a 
fan of the Grimoire. Which of you did the 
interview that was so outrageously offen- 
sive he actually took it off the site? 

That would probably have been Kelly's. 


So you're less of a racist, then? 

Well, Kelly was being more outspoken. He 
was just taking the bait more. | remember one 
of the comments was about '| don't have any- 
thing against niggers, | think everyone should 
own one.' It was hilarious, but of course, incred- 
ibly un-PC. When I was being interviewed, he 
was like, throwing some of his racist questions 
of me, and | was at work, so | couldn't exactly 
say 'nigger nigger nigger nigger' just for fun. | 
was just kind of like OK, yeah, that's interesting, 
brushing off a lot of them. 


Гт not a racist. І don't even know why he 
lets me write for his publication. І hope it's 
to try and get in my pants. 

Well, everyone's entitled to their biases. 


So you're more the racist who keeps his 
mouth shut, and the guitarist just lets it all 
hang out. (ed - Kate blabs about herself 
endlessly. I cut 2 pages of her narcissim 
and now return you to the next segment 
that might actualy have to do with the 
band). I would get behind combatting 
Christians, given that it is the christian fun- 
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damentalists who are in fact in 
4 Ж power and trying to ruin lives. 
^ ; 4 Well, the current situation is so 
| incredibly fucked up. Everyone in 
positions of power right now is a reli- 
gious nut, aside from being com- 
plete idiots, which is | guess a bit 
redundant. But it's really fucking 
horrifying, actually. 


Yeah, but anyway, that wasn't 
really where I'm going. What was 
going through my mind was, sual- 
ly my knee-jerk reaction to 
Satanic stuff is 'what a bunch of 
assholes' but then when I consid- 
er the majority of politicians feel 
a need to cater to the religion 
crowd - maybe you're onto some- 
thing. Yeah, I'll be converting as 
soon as possible. (ed. - Kate goes 
on another tangent and I edited 
another page of text about her- 
self out of the interview) І didn't 
hate the CD. It's not exactly my 
style, but I found myself enjoying 
it at times. 

| guess that means we failed. We'll 
have to try harder next time.That's 
also a pretty common reaction from 
people who aren't fans of death 
metal. | actually appreciate that you 
like it despite not being into the 
style. We try to write songs that you 
can remember so that maybe people 
who aren't exactly into the style will 
still appreciate it. 


I think your guitarist knows how to play 
solos that relate to the music going on 
under them. 

He is a really good guitar player, and he's 
worked really hard to get to the level he's at now. 
And | think that his work on the new album is 
genius. I'm very proud to be working with him to 
achieve such high levels of shit. 


I don't want you to feel cheated because 
you're talking to me and not to Bill. We did 
discuss the band earlier today... 

١ already was happy when you started out the 
interview with no pants. 


I'm totally naked, and very hot. I know I 
don't have a very sexy voice. 
І disagree. 


Are you trying to throw this conversation 
in directions you want it to go? 
Perhaps. 


That's fine. І don't have an agenda. You 
know. 


Hair color? 


Really dark brown. 
Nice. Is it long? 
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Yeah, semi-long. І can't afford a haircut 
right now. 
That's rough. That's part of how my hair got so 
long. 


I have to ask about something that Bill 
hinted at, but in his typical fashion was 
unable to be particularly explicit, but said 
your band had written a song with concen- 
tration camp lyrics... 

About concentration camps did you say? Um, 
well, yeah. It's rumored that there is a song on 
one our albums, possibly Extermination Revelry, 
that might be called The Ovens Await, which 
was written about cooking mini loaves of bread 
and spreading some jelly on them and then 
passing them around to the homeless. And we 
weren't thought of as being very brutal for doing 
that. But you know, we figured it was just, a 
nicer way to approach things than actually writ- 
ing a song about, you know, human beings 
being incinerated in gas chambers, or being 
gassed in chambers and then incinerated | 
should say. Because that really makes certain 
people angry. Even if the song isn't necessarily 
directed at or about specific people. And so 
that's probably why things happen. Like theoret- 
ical Metal Maniacs reviews where we got 
hacked to bits, a real hatchet job, calling us sec- 
ond-rate all over the place. 


Who at Metal Maniacs talked bad about 
you? 

Well, I don't know what the name of the writer 
was. It might have been a pseudonym for some- 
one who I'd heard rumors about... certain, you 
know, heritage issues. When things like that 
happen, you might direct somebody on your 
staff to write a hatchet job. 


І like your lawyerly way of not committing 
to any of this. 
Yeah, what do you think about that? 


It's cute. That's funny though, that it 
should have been Metal Maniacs, because 
it was in fact one of their writers that, well, 
I don't know whether she writes for them 
anymore, but she was actually slandering 
me online for being a slut, but it, for lack of 
anything else came after me with some 
anti-Semitic bullshit and was trying to call 
me out for not only being a slut, but for 
being a jewish slut. You fuck one bandguy 
and suddenly you're a slut? (ed. - notice 
Kate’s lawyerly way of not commiting to 
his). 

Well, there's a lot of hateful people out there 
who don't know how to handle their hate. 


Unfortunately, this is year's old news, so I 
won't be stirring any shit by airing it at this 
late date. Let's just say I'm a very good 
writer. We've talked nothing about what 
might be going on with the band. 

What can say that's gonna piss people off? If 
І say Kike, is someone gonna freak out? 
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I really enjoyed the demo version of 
Sylvan Nights. Will you make more demo 
tracks available to fans, perhaps on a CDR? 

We've had some plans to release our "Alone in 
the Mist" demo on vinyl. It's not confirmed yet 
but I'm sure it will see light of a day sometime. 
It's still very rare and only few people own this 
demo on cd-r or on tape. 


I heard a new track in which the vocals 
changed a little bit. Is that the new direc- 
tion of the band or was that just for one 
song? 

| think you mean "Sleeping Murder" song? 
This song is individual and doesn't give any hints 
about our future material. We recorded this 
song in 4 days with huge hangover and I think 
we got our feelings onto it very well.. Especially 
Pasi's voice is totally unexpected and even more 
developed further." 


Will Season of Mist license the forthcom- 
ing album? They feature a lot of strange 
bands, and doom is a style that most 
American publicists are unable to properly 
promote, so | would choose a label that has 
experience with unusual atmosphere. 

Honestly | have no idea for whom Spikefarm 
licenses our albums. They tell me only when | 
ask about it. | remember some talks about 
Season of Mist but I think they licensed Illusion's 
play. Everyone who is able to buy the license 
and press cd's, will do, | quess. Relapse did 
license Angels of Distress but I have no idea 
what happened after. After all, we are not big 
band, so money talks too much in here. 


“Shades of...“had a very hypnotic effect. | 
think that even you used the word "drifting" 
to decribe parts of it. It is one of my 
favorite albums to listen when І am wearing 
headphones in a dark room. The material 
that came later was more of a "crushing" 
doom. What helped to make it so amazingly 
heavy were the ultra deep vocals. Is there 
any danger of the frightening vocals becom- 
ing more human, and thereby less intense? 

| thought about it for the next release.. well 
we'll see about that. But no, deep vocals is

Every other member respects and give room for 
what I've done and doesn't interfere if | don't 
want to. Most of what others have gave some of 
their touch is vocal-work and some melody-line 
change. But the structures and compositions is 
basically through myself. | think we can expect 
more of Pasi later about the lyrics, at least | 
hope so, as he is amazing at what he do. 
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Has Shape of Despair ever been in danger 
of ending? 
Not seriously. When І die, then maybe. 


Have you ever had a problem trying to edu- 
cate engineers in the recording studio? 
Does your style of music require any spe- 
cial recording techniques? 

We've had good engineers this far. | think 
they've realized what we want, and most impor- 
tant is that we've had free hands in making 
these albums. If we want to take everything 
over, we are welcomed to do that, but the guys 
at Hellhole knows what they are doing. You 
know, they play themselves doom with the band 
C.O.D. check them out at www.corpusomnido- 
mini.com- they should release their first full- 
length album through Firebox. 


Ah yes, I believe that Redstream carries 
Firebox albums here. When you were mix- 
ing or recording, did you ever ignore the 
advice of the producer?

When you first read the script for RAPE IS 
A CIRCLE did you think that thewriter was 
nuts? 

No, not nuts, just very in tune with emotions. 
RAPE IS A CIRCLE could have never 
been written by a writer who did not 
understand emotions. All the char- 
acters created in this film really 
showed great examples of the pain 
one goes through after such a trau- 
ma in different ways. Hurt, pain, dis- 
gust - all these feelings were 
unvieled in this film and thats why | 
was so drawn to it. 


What made you prefer the char- 
acter that you played? 

My character, Kat, was the most 
crazy. She was the girl in the film 
who just kept everything from her 
past bottled up and then went a psy- 
cho. Thats what І loved about her. 
She finally set herself free from her 
pain. І know she did it in a sadistic 
sense to the other characters but 
she was the one who was in control the whole 
time and І loved that about Kat but she also had 
a sensitive side, a side of her who was in alot of 
pain and just needed to be loved. І was very 
drawn to this role. 


You seemed very comfortable in the lin- 
gerie scenes. What about when youwere 
topless? 

I was actually more comfortable than І thought 
І would бе! My director made everything very 
comfortable and we didnt film my topless scene 
until the very end of the shoot. Everyone on set 
was like a big family and | became close with 
everyone. So no, І was not uncomfortable at all. 
١ am actually very comfortable with my breasts! 
The only thing uncomfortable about it was how 
cold it was in that house! I'll never forget it! 


І find it odd that you told family members 
about the movie. Are you sure that's such a 
good idea? You're OK with letting them see 
you rape and torture girls? 

Well to be honest, no, | would not feel com- 
fortable with my parents seeing ME rape and 
torture girls, but | would feel comfortable letting 
them see a CHARACTER | play rape and torture 
girls. You see, my parerents have supporeted 
my acting 110% and when they see те іп а film 
they know that | am a character. That's not ME. 
My mother just recently watched the rough edit 
and loved the film. She didnt judge it as "her lit- 
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tle girl" but as a 
psychotic bitch. 
She thought ! 
gave an amazing 
preformance and 
І was touched to 
know that during 
the movie she 
saw my character 
for my character, 
not as her daugh- 
ter. That made 
me feel very good 
about the prefor- 
mance | gave. No 
one knows like 
mama. 


You had a very heavy scene in which you 
had to cry. It wasn't just about shedding 
tears. You had to convice the viewer that a 
wall was breaking inside you. How were 
you able to do that? 

The writer of the film did an exellent job , but 
in order to actually put the words into reality you 
have to feel them. When | read the dialogue 
right before | brokedown, | went to a place in my 
past where І had a similiar experience of loss. | 
emotionaly went there in my mind and felt 
everything, almost like feeling it again as if it 
were for the first time. The pain, the loss, the 
heart ache, all of it. And for that one moment in 
that scene | was there again feeling it all. 


You were actually not the first actress to 
be filmed for the part of Kat. There was a 
girl who had far more experience and she 
had gone to a ton of acting schools. But 
she could not deliver the performance that 
was required. Maybe part of it had to do 
with the fact that she never had experi- 
ences that even came close. If you go to jail 
and you try to act tough, you won't fool any- 
one if you're not really like that inside. Is 
there any similarity between you and the 
character you played? Have you ever spo- 
ken to anyoe with such venom, or have you 
ever craved revenge? 

І can say that acting is something you’re born 
with, like art or singing. You can’t learn it as 
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well as someone who was born with the gift.

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I don’t know much about In Flames, but I 
like to interview bands when I’m drunk. I’m 
from the world of death metal. I don’t know 
if you started out that way, but І am having 
trouble understanding what would attract a 
death metal fan to your band, or do you not 
care about death metal people? 

We care. Anyone is welcome to listen to In 
Flames. It doesn’t matter if you come form the 
country scene or the death metal scene. | do 
music as a universal thing. | used to listen to 
death metal when | grew up. The whole Florida 
scene was very important to us in the beginning.

Aspartame was not approved until 1981, in dry 
foods. For over eight years the FDA refused to approve 
it because of the seizures and brain tumors this drug 
produced in lab animals. The FDA continued to refuse 
to approve it until President Reagan took office (a 
friend of Searle) and fired the FDA Commissioner who 
wouldn't approve it. Dr. Arthur Hull Hayes was 
appointed as commissioner. Even then there was so 
much opposition to approval that a Board of Inquiry 
was set up. The Board said: "Do not approve aspar- 
tame". Dr. Hayes OVERRULED his own Board of 
Inquiry. Shortly after Commissioner Arthur Hull Hayes, 
Jr., approved the use of aspartame in carbonated bev- 
erages, he left for a position with G.D. Searle's Public 
Relations firm. 

Long-Term Damage. - It appears to cause slow, silent 
damage in those unfortunate enough to not have 
immediate reactions and a reason to avoid it. It may 
take one year, 5 years, 10 years, or 40 years, but it 
seems to cause some reversible changes in health 
over long-term use. METHANOL (AKA WOOD ALCO- 
HOL/POISON) (1096 OF ASPARTAME) Methanol/wood 
alcohol is a deadly poison. People may recall that 
methanol was the poison that has caused some "skid 
row" alcoholics to end up blind or dead. Methanol is 
gradually released in the small intestine when the 
methyl group of aspartame encounter the enzyme 
chymotrypsin. The absorption of methanol into the 
body is sped up considerably when free methanol is 
ingested. Free methanol is created from aspartame 
when it is heated to above 86 Fahrenheit (30 
Centigrade). This would occur when aspartame-con- 
taining product is improperly stored or when it is heat- 
ed (e.g., as part of a "food" product such as Jello). 
Methanol breaks down into formic acid and formalde- 
hyde in the body. Formaldehyde is a deadly neurotox- 
in. An EPA assessment of methanol states that 
methanol "is considered a cumulative poison due to 
the low rate of excretion once it is absorbed. In the 
body, methanol is oxidized to formaldehyde and 
formic acid; both of these metabolites are toxic." The 
recommend a limit of consumption of 7.8 mg/day. A 
one-liter (approx. 1 quart) aspartame-sweetened bev- 
erage contains about 56 mg of methanol. Heavy 
users of aspartame-containing products consume as 
much as 250 mg of methanol daily or 32 times the 
EPA limit. The most well known problems from 
methanol poisoning are vision problems. 
Formaldehyde is a known carcinogen, causes retinal 
damage, interferes with DNA replication, and causes 
birth defects. 

Due to the lack of a couple of key enzymes, humans 
are many times more sensitive to the toxic effects of 
methanol than animals. Therefore, tests of aspartame 
or methanol on animals do not accurately reflect the 
danger for humans. As pointed out by Dr Woodrow C. 
Monte, Director of the Food Science and Nutrition 
Laboratory at Arizona State University, "There are no 
human or mammalian studies to evaluate the possi- 
ble mutagenic, teratogenic, or carcinogenic effects of 
chronic administration of methyl alcohol." 

It has been pointed out that fruit juices and alcoholic 
beverages contain small amounts of methanol. It is 
important to remember, that the methanol in natural 
products never appears alone. In every case, ethanol 
is present, usually in much higher amounts. Ethanol is 
an antidote for methanol toxicity in humans. The 
troops of Desert Storm were "treated" to large 
amounts of aspartame-sweetened beverages which 
had been heated to over 86 degrees F. in the Saudi 
Arabian sun. Many of them returned home with 
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numerous disorders similar to what has been seen in 
persons who have been chemically poisoned by 
formaldehyde. The free methanol in the beverages 
may have been a contributing factor in these illnesses. 

Other breakdown products of aspartame such as 
DKP, may also have been a factor. In a 1993 act that 
can only be described as "unconscionable", the FDA 
approved aspartame as an ingredient in numerous 
food items that would always be heated to above 
86" degrees Р (30°Degrees C). Much worse, on 27 
June 1996, without public notice, the FDA removed all 
restrictions from aspartame allowing it to be used in 
everything, including all heated and baked goods. 

The truth about aspartame's toxicity is far different 
than what the NutraSweet Company would have you 
readers believe. In February of 1994, the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services released 
the listing of adverse reactions reported to the FDA 
(DHHS 1994). Aspartame accounted for more than 
75% of all adverse reactions reported to the FDA's 
Adverse Reaction Monitoring System (ARMS). By the 
FDA's own admission fewer then ONE PERCENT of 
those who have problems with something they con- 
sume ever report it to the FDA. This balloons the 
almost 10,000 complaints they once had to around a 
million. 

MOST victims don't have a clue that aspartame may 
be the cause of their many problems! Many reactions 
to aspartame were very serious including seizures and 
death. Those reactions included: Abdominal 
PainAnxiety attacks, arthritis, asthma, Bloating, 
Edema (Fluid Retention), Blood Sugar Control 
Problems (Hypoglycemia or Hyperglycemia), Brain 
Cancer (Pre-approval studies in animals), Breathing 
difficulties, burning eyes, (full list is in authro's article 
- please Email him) 

Free methanol begins to form in liquid aspartame- 
containing products at temperatures above 86 
degrees F.. also within the human body. The methanol 
is then converted to formaldehyde. The formaldehyde 
converts to formic acid. Toxic formic acid is used as an 
activator to strip epoxy and urethane coatings. 
Imagine what it does to your tissues! Phenylalanine 
and aspartic acid, 9096 of aspartame, are amino acids 
normally used in synthesis of protoplasm when sup- 
plied by the foods we eat. But when unaccompanied 
by other amino acids we use [there are 20], they are 
neurotoxic. That is why a warning for Phenylketonurics 
is found on EQUAL and other aspartame products. 
Phenylketenurics are 296 of the population with 
extreme sensitivity to this chemical unless it's present 
in food. It gets you too, causing brain disorders and 
birth defects! 

Finally, the phenyalanine breaks down into DKP, a 
brain tumor agent. In other words: Aspartame con- 
verts to dangerous byproducts that have no natural 
countermeasures. A dieter's empty stomach acceler- 
ates these conversions and amplifies the damage. 
Components of aspartame go straight to the brain, 
damage that causes headaches, mental confusion, 
seizures and faulty balance. Lab rats and other test 
animals died of brain tumors. 

Despite the claims of Monsanto and bedfellows: 1. 
Methanol from alcohol and juices does not get con- 
verted to formaldehyde to any significant extent. There 
is very strong evidence to confirm this fact for alco- 
holic beverages and fairly strong evidence for juices. 
2. Formaldehyde obtained from methanol is very toxic 
in *very small* doses as seen by recent research. 

3. Aspartame causes chronic toxicity reactions/dam- 
age due to the methanol to formaldehyde and other 
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break down products despite what is claimed other- 
wise by the very short, industry-funded experiments 
using a test substance that is chemically different and 
absorbed differently than what is available to the gen- 
eral public. "Strangely enough", almost all independ- 
ent studies show that aspartame can cause health 
problems. 

4. A common ploy from Monsanto is to claim that 
aspartame is "safe" yet a few select people may have 
"allergic" reactions to it. This is typical Monsanto non- 
sense, of course. Their own research shows that it 
does not cause "allergic" reactions. It is their way of 
trying to minimize and hide the huge numbers of toxi- 
city reactions and damage that people are experienc- 
ing from the long-term use of aspartame. 

The amount of methanol ingested from aspartame 
is unprecedented in human history. Methanol from 
fruit juice ingestion does not even approach the quan- 
tity of methanol ingested from aspartame, especially 
in persons who ingest one to three liters (or more) of 
diet beverages every day. 

Unlike methanol from aspartame, methanol from 
natural products is probably not absorbed or convert- 
ed to its toxic metabolites in significant amounts as 
discussed earlier. 

Lack of laboratory-detectable changes in plasma 
formic acid and formaldehyde levels do not preclude 
damage being caused by these toxic metabolites. 
Laboratory-detectable changes in formate levels are 
often not found in short exposures to methanol. 

Aspartame-containing products often provide little 
or no nutrients which may protect against chronic 
methanol poisoning and are often consumed in 
between meals. Persons who ingest aspartame-con- 
taining products are often dieting and more likely to 
have nutritional deficiencies than persons who take 
the time to make fresh juices. 

Persons with certain health conditions or on certain 
drugs may be much more susceptible to chronic 
methanol poisoning. 

Chronic diseases and side effects from slow poisons 
often build silently over a long period of time. Many 
chronic diseases which seem to appear suddenly have 
actually been building in the body over many years. 

Formic acid has been shown to slowly accumulate 
in various parts of the body. Formic acid has been 
shown to inhibit oxygen metabolism. 

The are a very large and growing number of persons 
are experiencing chronic health problems similar to 
the side effects of chronic methanol poisoning when 
ingesting aspartame-containing products for a signifi- 
cant length of time. This includes many cases of eye 
damage similar to the type of eye damage seen in 
methanol poisoning cases. 

It often takes at least sixty days without any aspar- 
tame to see a significant improvement. 

Finally, avoid getting nutrition information from junk 
food industry PR organizations such as IFIC or organi- 
zations that accept large sums of money from the junk 
and chemical food industry such as the American 
Dietetic Association. 

Please get involved to get this neurotoxin off the 
market. Write a letter to the FDA. Write your congress- 
men. Return products containing aspartame to the 
point of purchase... for a FULL refund. Make a big stink 
if they WON'T give you a full refund! Tell all your friends 
and family... and if they stop using aspartame and 
also "wake up well"... get them involved in the same 
way. Aspartame is an "approved sweetener" because 
of a few greedy and dishonest people who place prof- 
its above human life and well-being. With the FDA and 
our Congress culpable, only an INFORMED and ACTIVE 
public will affects its reclassification from "food addi- 
tive" to TOXIC DRUG, and removed from the human 
food chain.

Is this what you imagine 
a last journey for a dead to be like? 

І am not a religious person and don't have reli- 
gious or ethical thoughts about “cheap disposal 
of dead." I wouldn't do it. There was one movie 
which I really liked - Drei Herren - an Austrian 
movie. It displayed a woman that was tied up to 
a float with many candles by three insane guys. 
Then they put the float down a creek which went 
into the river Donau and finally into the Black 
Sea because this old, provincial woman always 
wanted to see the ocean. This is a journey for 
the dead we can surely book in the travel agency 
in 40 or 50 years.

That was weird. | thought that the 
stuff was only funny to people who were in on 
the video. 


So you were the original Jackass. 

When Jackass first aired people wrote to me 
complaining that someone ripped off my ideas. 
І appreciated that kind of fan loyalty, but the 
truth is that what my friends and І were doing 
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was not unique to our gang. Over the years | 
found out that it's quite a common thing for mis- 
chief-loving people to get together and do public 
pranks. We just didn't know that the stuff we 
were doing had any kind of commercial value. 


But you said that people were begging you 
for copies. 

There’s the rub. People who knew about it 
wanted it. But when І made dubs and sold them 
at local stores on a consignment basis, | don't 
think I sold more than 30 copies. I didn't;t know 
anything about packaging, marketing, or pro- 
motion. Actually, | still don’t. 


There’s something missing here. Did you 
quit for a few years and then Hollywood 
came knocking on your door? 

No. I just kept making dubs onto VHS tapes | 
didn’t care about, and | gave those out to people 
who looked cool. | got other people to give те 
tapes they didn't care about anymore. Then | 
started buying blanks and wasted a lot of 
money. 


And then Hollywood came knocking on 
your door? 

No. Stop saying that. Anyway, | made three or 
so editions of 2-hour tapes. | wanted to give as 
much value for the dollar as І could, even though 
most people got tapes for free. For some reason 
І started to look at the public antics as non-chal- 
lenging, even though it takes balls to dress up 
like an old lady and fall down a flight of stairs. 


Is that the funniest thing that you did? 

No. The funniest thing that | ever shot was a 
guy named David Britt. He decided to pretend 
he was a mongoloid. Do you know those... how 
do you say? When you go to a theatre and you 
wait in line, there are these sort of ropes that 
barricade people, or whatever. Dave stole one. 
Imagine if, instead of a teddybear, you have a 
teddysnake. Maybe that’s a better description. 
Well, Dave tucked his arms inside his jacket 
sleeves and asked me to put that thing through 
- to make it look like those were his fake arms. 
Yeah right. They stuck out three feet from each 
sleeve. Each of the ends had a metal claps, 
almost like Captain Hook. Instead of a hook, it 
had a claps like what you would see on a dog 
leash. So Dave then took a baseball had and 
made it as tight as possible. He put the hat on 
and then lifted up the visor. That stretched his 
eyes out. He then sat in a wheelchair and we 
went to a mall. 


Oh no! 

Yeah. So I followed him around, about twenty 
feet behind, while he flailed his arms and mut- 
tered “Merry Christmas.” It was great because 
people were so pissed that they got hit by those 
fake arms. Some lady yelled to her husband, 
“That cripple hit me!” and her husband tried to 
calm her by saying “Honey, he doesn’t know 
what he’s doing. He didn’t mean it.” 


So did you get arrested? 
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No. Butl realized that | was invisible because 
all of the attention was on Dave. That was an 
important lesson in perception. 


Did he get arrested? 

No. But | wanted to get to the next level of 
this stunt. | told the guy who was wheeling 
Dave to wipe him out. As I followed, the wheel- 


chair was made to turn over, and people rs 
stopped whatever they were doing to help put | 


my fat friend back into the wheelchair. They 
didn’t notice how fake his arms were. It was 
unbelievable. People were dropped whatever 
they were holding to help this fake cripple. 


Wow. That’s funny. But is it really the 
funniest thing you ever shot? 

Гт not finished. І had enough of the adult 
reaction to this stunt. That mall had an arcade, 


and І decide to test how a younger crowd would 
react. the plan was to get the cripple to the 


smoking section and to bully him. Well, the 


friend who bullied him made too much of a | 


spectacle, and he didn’t know that the owner 
of the arcade was watching incredulously. My 
friend, Rodney, took the front wheels of the 
wheelchair and lifted them up, making Dave fly 
backwards. The owner then rampaged across 
the arcade and beat the shit out of Rodney. All 
of my friends scattered. Dave and | knew not to 
break character. So this old man and I tried to 
put my fat friend back in the wheelchair, hoping 
that nobody would notice his fake arms, or the 
fact that the wheelchair was about 100 years 
old and rusted. 


Ok, that convinced me. It’s totally the fun- 
niest thing І have ever heard. 
Here’s the tragedy. І accidentally recorded 
over that footage. 


What? 

There are a few copies of it somewhere in the 
world. І have offered a $100 reward for anyone 
who can track down a copy and send it to me. 


You must feel like a real asshole. 
Yeah, І do. 


So I thought that you said that you kind of 
lost interest in the public stunts. 

Yeah. it may sound weird, but I didn’t think 
that the public stunts took any effort or imagi- 
nation, but | now realize that the reason I felt 
like that was because it was so natural for me 
that it didn't feel like work. 


So would you do that kind of stuff now? 
| actually planned to make a DVD called 
“Asshole” but І still haven't found the right peo- 
ple. As І broke away from that kind of stuff, | 
lost touch with my ballsy friends. 


What kind of stuff will you shoot. 

Well, | want someone to dress like Jesus, in a 
loincloth, and go into a church during mass. 
Не"! be carrying a life-sized cross. He'll just 
hang out until he’s asked to leave. 
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Or get arrested. 

І checked with quite a few cops. А church is a 
quasi-public place. If you are asked to leave, you 
must leave. If you don't, you'll get arrested. 


Are you sure you want to do that? 

I still have to think about that one. А ballsy 
thing isn’t funny if it’s perceived as mean. If we 
do that and you see a nice old lady who looks 
scared, we’re not funny anymore. But if it’s an 
old lady giving dirty looks, then she’s the one 
who's mean, and we end up being funny. It's 
only funny if other people have the power. 


Any other stunts, before we move on? 
Yeah. I plan to go to a ghetto basketball court 


and ask if | can play. 


That’s not so ballsy. 
It's ballsy if | am in blackface at the time. 


Good luck with that. 


As long as it comes out funny, ГІІ use it. 
Outcomes usually surprise me. | learn from 
stunts. 


So what happened when you stopped 
doing public stunts? 
| decided to do skits. One of the first ones was 
with Rodney and his brother Rusty - they were 
part of the stunt crew. І bought а conehead and 
glued some fake hair on the top of it. | was sup- 
posed to be Bert from Sesame Street. 


I saw that one. But it wasn’t obvious right 
away that you were supposed to be Bert. 
When I finally caught on, that’s when I start- 
ed laughing. 

That was another lesson in perception - the 
hilarity time-bomb. Keeping information hid- 
den, or not so obvious. 


Come on! You don’t really look at this kind 
of stuff as a lesson, do you? 
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5 | try to understand the results of every- 


thing that | do, but the main intention of my 
material is to entertain. 


Any more examples of the hilarity 
time bomb? 

І can't think of one at the moment. But 
that Bert skit was funny because Bert did- 
n't do anything abnormal. It was just the 
fact that he was Bert that made the most 
mundane thing funny. So І was thinking 
about how | can make a normal thing 
funny just by altering one circumstance. In 
everyday life, you choose your attitude, and 
that can make you perceive a neutral stim- 
5 ulus as hostile, or benevolent. the skit that 

١ [came up with was simple. A guy reads his 
» girlfriend’s magazine. He makes the mis- 
take of reading the horoscope. It’s a 
woman's magazine so the predictions are 
for women. He reads that he will meet the 
man of his dreams. Disgusted, he leaves 
the apartment and goes to a restaurant by 
himself. After he is seated, the waiter asks 
him if he would let another person sit at his 
table - the restaurant is very crowded and this 
person is a diabetic. Reluctantly, our here oblig- 
es. During the course of the dinner, the diabet- 
ic says totally neutral things, but because of the 
gay prophesy, everything is misinterpreted. 


And then Hollywood came knocking on 
your door? 

No. I continued making VHS dubs, and even- 
tually | started publishing a fanzine. І sold 
copies through that. 


I just realized that we have spent way too 
much time on your early history. Let’s jump 
ahead. 

OK. | just want to say that some of this early 
stuff will be available on a limited edition DVD 
called “Stupid Stuff.” 


Why is it limited? 

It’s pretty much for the die-hard fans. That 
material doesn’t represent what І do these days. 
| didn't know anything about screenwriting or 
cinematography back then. 


Were you trying to commit suicide when 
you made STEREOTYPES DON’T JUST DISAP- 
PEAR INTO THIN AIR? 

If you read some reviews from super PC writers, 
then yes. The real reasoning behind that movie 
was to intentionally make a movie that broke 
every rule | was made aware of. What your par- 
ents tell you about not bringing race, religion, or 
politics into a conversation kind of holds true for 
movies. The main plot is about a white 
supremacist who, through his experiences in the 
movie, discovers that he is the only one who is 
to blame for his present circumstance. But all of 
that is buried in an extremely complex plot. 
Pretty much every character in the movie has a 
subplot, and | masterfully sew it all up in the 
end. | also put in lots of subtle things to show 
that every action has a ripple - how all life is 
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bound together, even when organisms kill each 
other. But that high-brow stuff is only for my 
own satisfaction. 


I’ve read some reviews that said that the 
movie has no plot and that it’s just an 
excuse for you to make racist remarks. 

That;s how you can tell that those reviewers 
are the real racists. Of course they'll tell you 
that they have black friends, but those are the 
Bill Cosby sort of harmless black. It’s easy to 
say that you're color blind if all of your friends 
have white personality traits. Anyway, the bad 
reviews don't always come from people who 
are stupid - it comes from people who don't 
know that they are brainwashed. When some- 
one is called a racist, it’s exactly the same as 
calling someone a nigger. All of a sudden you 
have reduced that person into an easy-to- 
understand object, all on the basis of extreme- 
ly superficial information. That kind of psycho- 
logical process is a result of the evolution of 
the brain. We are bombarded by so much 
information all the time that we have to create 
shortcuts to thinking - and that is how a stereo- 
type is born. 


Are you sure this movie has so much 
thought put into it? I thought it was 
about being as offensive as possi- 
ble. 

When you watch the movie you are 
supposed to have a visceral reaction, 
and if you watch it again, or if you think 
about what you watched. the subtle stuff 
should sink in. You should start ques- 
tioning things. That is, after all, the 
intention of offensive material. It doesn't 
tell you what to think - it just makes you 
think. What you decide is irrelevant as 
long as you are made to ask questions 
and to break out of the shortcuts to 
thinking. 


Why is it categorized as a docu- 
mentary on netflix.com ? 

Because of human error, and despite 
numerous attempts to correct the classi- 
fication, they won’t change it to “comedy.” So 
the only people renting it are people who 
should never ever watch it. That’s another 
thing that puzzles me. How, after reading the 
synopsis, could you in any way think that this is 
a documentary about stereotypes? 


The member reviews are brutal. 

What do you expect from brainwashed peo- 
ple who are expecting a propaganda movie 
that confirms their agenda? 


І heard they even people who are famil- 
iar with your style were wondering if you 
lost your mind making this movie. 

І have a friend who 15 an archeologist and he 
has pretty much always understood the 
method to my madness, but he was so revolt- 
ed by this movie that he couldn’t watch it any- 
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more. He was pissed and he accused me of 
sinking to the lowest common denominator. 
At the same time, Alan Tecchio from Hades 
wrote a positive review of it for Steppin’ Out 
Magazine, and so did a writer named JJ for a 
rag called The Aquarian. They wrote that this 
movie is antiracist because it shows how stu- 
pid racism is. After my archeologist friend read 
that, he gave the movie another chance, and 
now he loves it. 


So it is an anti racist movie? 

No, not at all. | don't tell people what to think. 
Like | said before, there is no agenda for this 
movie other than to make a movie that defies 
all of the taboos. 


Did those glowing reviews help to sell 
more copies? 

No, not at all. Who wants to watch a preachy 
movie? And the reviews were just as wrong as 
the assholes who say that the movie has no 
plot. It has the most complex plot | ever wrote. 
The pretentious and brainwashed fools just 
hear the word “nigger” and immediately 
reduce the movie to nonsense. It insults them 
more than it insults me. If you aren't intelligent 
enough to detect a plot, that;s your own weak- 

ness. 


So how did you 

get people to be in 
a movie that had 
that kind of mate- 
| rial. 
Actually, a lot of 
~ people quit. Ірад 
several people who 
A0 ere supposed їо play 
| the jew stereotype, 
all of whom were 
jewish, and they 
chickened out 
before shooting even 
one scene. After the 
movie came out they 
regreted that they 
had quit. They said 
stupid things like, “Oh, | didn’t know it was 
going to be like that. І wouldn't have quit.” 
Yeah right. The guy who was supposed to play 
the white supremacist didn’t quit. He owns a 
bar, and I didn’t think that some of his patrons 
would understand that this movie, so out of 
respect for him | decided to make him one of 
the Italian stereotypes. The guy who owns the 
pizzeria didn’t want to say the word “nigger” at 
first, but whenwe started shooting he never 
tried to change the script. So І have to publicly 
thank them because they had a lot to risk, as 
business owners. 


I know some people wondered why you 
didn’t use a real black person for the nig- 
ger stereotype. 

Well,, like | said, the basis for this movie is to 
do everything that you are not supposed to do. 
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Not only did | write the nigger stereotype - | also 
played him in blackface. The other black peo- 
ple in the movie are actually CGI. | thought 
that would really push the offensiveness fur- 
ther. 


But a lot of people like the nigger stereo- 
type the best. 

Yeah. That really surprised me. A lo of peo- 
ple still quote the nigger’s lines. What amazed 
me was that people were begging me to have 
that character in other movies. When people 
found out that | was filming BAD ACID they 
asked if the nigger would be in that movie, but 
| didn’t want to put any hot-button humor in 
that movie. But when | was writing a jail scene 
in which there was to be a black guy, | realized 
І could bring in the nigger stereotype because 
the white inmate was on acid, and acid some- 
times makes you see people as cartoon char- 
acters. 


Yeah, I was happy to see the ruturn of 
that character. How did people react to 
him? 

At the first screening people clapped so much 
that no one could hear what he was saying. 
Reviewers pretty much ignored him because 
he had very little plot significance, but some 
fags whose names and gay publications and 
we sites I won’t mention based their entire 
reviews on the two minutes that the nigger 
stereotype was in the movie. The irony is that 
one of those reviewers talked about how unre- 
alistic the black character was, but the truth is 
that 100% of the dialogue and behavior was 
taken from my experience when І spent three 
days in a New York jail. Again, if that reviewer 
is antiracist, why is it that he can't admit that 
black people can be idiots?

І noticed that your past few movies have 
been horror movies. Are you shying away 
from comedy? 

Horror movies actually pay the bills. It’s a lot 
easier to sell horror than it is to sell comedy. 
So | have to make sex horror movies to help 
pay for the comedies. But there is a movie 
company that has just offered to buy world- 
wide rights to the comedies that are open mar- 
ket. | can't say who just yet. But to answer 
your question, | plan to make at least two 
comedies this year. One is about the making 
of a horror movie and some of it is based on 
my own experiences, exaggerated for comic 
effect of course. | forgot what the other one is 
about. Eventually | will make a more main- 
stream comedy called HELPDESK, and | have 
started to compile notes for a movie called 
FANZINE EDITOR. Those projects have to wait 
a bit because | really love to make offbeat 
comedies instead of the more mainstream 
stuff. We'll see. 
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Lust Connection - Seduction Cinema 

If you read a script with a hot tub scene in the 
beginning, you would want the scene to be 
sexy. But if you cast an aging "actress" who 
has a freakish boob job and calves that are 
larger than a ham hock, the erotic element dis- 
appears. Make the sex simulation goofy and 
you've got yourself a hit as long as you provide 
deceptive packaging. Well, if | were fifteen 
years old | might not be so quick to dismiss 
softcore, but | really don't see how anyone
